(p) “Service” means the Directorate General Ordnance

9 Initial constitution — (1) Appointments against all per- 
manent and tenipoi ary duty posts in the Service at its initial 
constitution shall be made from amongst departmental candi-

(a) Persons who, on the date of initial constitution of
